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EFFECTS OF BAD HOUSING 


The Lowell Anti-Tuberculosis Coun- 


cil is sending out some very excellent 
pamphlets upon'tho subject of "Bad 
Housing."'"This term is usually un- 
derstood'to'apply to houses in which 
the rooms are crowded arid the light 
and ventilation poor; but bad housing 
In its. worst features as found in some 
cities, has more serious aspects. Some 
of the pamphlets issued by the Anti- 
Tuberculosjs society shed a new light 
on this whole- subject and they pre- 
sent its long train of consequences in 
euch a clear and forcible way, that 
the superlative importance of the sub- 
ject becomes apparent to the 
most 


Inexperienced student. 
Any condi- 


tion ot housing which tends to im- 
pair the physical or moral health of 
the tenant, any that is unsafe or un- 
sanitary or that lacXs the healthful 
essentials of a modern home, or any 
that is damaging to the community 
comes under the head of bad housing. 


Such conditions are not always con- 


fined to the hovels, but are found in 
varying degrees from the ill arranged 
and unsanitary flat to the filthy and 
overcrowded slums in the 
congested 


districts of cities. 


Here Is a statement which though 


rather startling, is absolutely true. It 
is from one of the pamphlets referred 
to, the author of which 
is 
Albion 


Fellows Bacon: 


The physical consequences of bad 


housing are the ones 
most 
plainly- 


seen. 
There are always cases of 
sickness 
in 
the 
tenements. 
One 


wonders, breathing that foul air, how 
any one can be well in such places. 
In the dark, damp rooms of the poor 
germs of disease live and multiply, 
lacking air and sunlight to destroy 
them. 
Tubefculosis 
is 
fearfully 
prevalent for this reason. 
Rheuma- 


tism and colds, with all their train 
of troubles, are caused by the damp- 
ness of the old houses, flat on 
the 


ground. 
Typhoid, chills and 
fever 


are caused' by impure water and lack 
of drainage. 
Overcrowding brings serious physi- 
cal results. 
These, have been clear- 


ly demonstrated in a startling way by 
a "congestion 
chart." which 
shows 


that children reared in a one-room 
dwelling are smaller than children of 
the same age and sex reared in a two 
or three-room 
dwelling, the weight 
and height both increasing with each 
added 
"It is 


room. Prof. Patten declares that 
the- environment of the poor that 


inflates the death rate, and dwarfs 
them below the stature of a man." Miss 
Harriet Fulmer. superintendent of the 
Visiting Nurses' association 
of Chi- 


cago says: 
''Two-thirds of the de- 


linquent children come from 
homes 
where dirty, 
illy 
ventilated 
rooms 
predominate; two-thirds of the physi- 
cally ill, children from the same; one- 
third of the shiftless mothers from 
the same; two-thirds of the deserting 
fathers from the same. 
In a study 


of fifty backward children in an un- 
graded school of a large city, forty- 
three 
of 
these 
children occupied 


homes that it should have been the 
business of the state to see did not 
exist." 


Thus the evil consequences of bad 


housing 
are 
unmistakably 
shown. 


They are so serious that their causes 
should not be tolerated in any well 
regulated city. 
How 
does 
Lowell 


stand on the housing question? Quite 
as well, we believe, as most 
other 


factory cities; but there is much yet 
to be desired in certain localities well 
known to the board of health. 


The great trouble is lack of sani- 


tary inspection. 
Under present con- 


ditions a house gets the "once over," 
when under construction, but after- 
wards the sanitary conditions are left 
almost entirely to the discretion of 
the owner and the occupants, unless 
a complaint be lodged with the health 
authorities. 


This system is not 
calculated 
to 


detect bad housing conditions with a 
view to having them remedied. With 
the progress of the time there have 
been improvements; and it is-fair to 
assume that improvements will' con- 
tinue in the future, but yet there is 
much bad housing 
that 
should 
be 


promptly remedied. 
We are not yet 


free from the slum evil nor is'it likely 
that we shall bo for some years to 
come unless a fire should wipe out a 
whole district. 


Some buildings that are all right 


from a sanitary point of view arc so 
crowded as to be mere breeders of 
disease. 
That condition should re- 


ceive official attention. 
The 
health 


authorities 
should have a standard 


atr space for each person in tene- 
ments and they should enforce it. At 
present there is no law to prevent a 
dozen people living in the apace that 
is only sufficient for one 
third 
the 


number. 
An indiscreet economy is 


often responsible for this 
condition. 


Some foreigners who earn good pay 
in the- factories crowd tenements as a 
means of saving money. 
They do 


save the money but they lose 
good 


health which Is more valuable. 
Here 


again, 
inspection 
and 
supervision 


are the remedies; but they are not 
provided.

al for both alcoholic and non-alcoholic 
liquors. It appropriates $2,500.000 for 
purely 
administrative 
expenses and 


$150,000,000 more for carrying out its 


other purposes which 
would Include 


guarantee of minimum prices, opera-! 
tion of factories, mines or other plants 
and, if necessary, 
the 
handling 
of 


wheat supplies by the government. 


The bill is entitled: 
"To provide 


further for the national security . and 
defense by 
encouraging 
agriculture 


and regulating the marketing and dis- 
tribution of foods and other necessa- 
ries of life." 
It Includes fuel as well 


as food. 
It does not designate any 


particular agency 
of 
authority 
but 


vests all authority in the president to 
use-any agency in his discretion, to 
enter into any requisite arrangements 
or agreements to create an agency or 
agencies, to accept services of any per- 
son without compensation, and to co- 
ordinate- government activities.

such agency will have the power

Some- 
of the pamphlets issued by the Anti- 
Tuberculosis society sh'ed a new light 
on this whole subject and they pre- 
sent Us long train of consequences in 
euch a clear and forcible way, that

tion of housing which tends to im- 
pair the physical or moral health of 
the tenant, any that is unsafe or un- 
sanitary or that lacks the healthful 
essentials of a modern home, or any

, comes under the head of bad housing.

, fined to the hovels, but are found in 


varying degrees from the 111 arranged 
and unsanitary fat to the filthy and

Mr. Redmond was a 
brother of John E. Redmond, leader 
of the Irish nationalists in the house 
of commons. 


William H. K. Redmond was a 


major of the Sixth Royal Irish rifles. 
Haj. Redmond sat in parliament for 
Wexford, North Fermanagh and Bast 
Clare successively, having represent- 
ed tha East Division of Clare since 
1892. 


He was born in 1S61 and was a. 


barrister at law. 
Maj. Redmond was 


well known in the United States, to 
which country he made several vis- 
its, 
the last one being just before 


the war broke out. 
In 1SS3 he Joined his brother in a 


political tour of Australia, and In 
1SS6 he married Miss Eleanor Dalton 
of Orange, New South Wales. 


He was one of the most brilliant 


men of the nationalist party, 
and 


while an uncompromising 
advocate 


of home rule, he was one of tho 
most popular men in parliament and 
the country. 


Among his friends and even many 


of his most bitter political opponents 
this popularity wag' enhanced when, 
on the outbreak of,the war he whole- 
heartedly supported the cause of the 
entente allies, and. at the first op- 
portunity sought and secured a corn- 
mission In an Irish regiment, al- 
though well over the 'age limit.
